Indian soldiers have heen in Europe, and 
have gone back to their Himalayan villages 
filled with wonder at the things they had 
seen, and keenly alive th the differences 
between European and Indian conditions. 
They have become dissatisfied with their 
lot in life, and, like our own miners and 
workers, refuse to go back to the old state 
of affairs. They, too, want.a share of the 
good things of life. The second cause of 
discontent is what is known as the Rowlatt 
Acts, Early last year Mr, Justice Row- 
latt, as President of a Commission, made 
certain recommendations as to the best 
method of dealing with Indian revolu- 
tionary societies, especially with regard to 
anarchist outrages. Two coercive, but per- 
missive, Acts were then passed by the 
Vieeregal Couneil strengthening the 
criminal law, and remaining in force for 
three years after the war. These Bills 
the Black Bills, as the Indians call them-~ 
met with a storm of protest. One gentle. 
man, by name Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya, resigned from 
Council as a result of their acceptance.

EUROPEANS KILLED. 

The following further summary of reports 
received from India by the India Office was 
issued last night :— 

Punjab—At Amritsar and at Lahore all is 
quiet. Twelve important arrests have been made. 
Between these places the telegraph line has been 
cut, and it is reported that in the intervening 
area a state of open rebellion exists. The neces- 
sary steps are being taken by the military. 

Kasur—From further details it appears that 
the Post Office and Munsiffs Court also were 
burned. Officials and police collected at the 
Treasury fired on the mob who attacked it. All 
now quiet, 

Bombay—At Bombay and Ahmedabad all is 
quiet.

At Ahmedabad one European sergeant of 
police and one Indian were killed, 
while the rioters are reported to have lost 
heavily, but full details have not been received. 

Calcutta—There were a few slight disturbances 
on the llth. Business was suspended. On the 
12th a taxi-cab was burned and traffic interfered 
with. The mob became violent and commenced 
stone-throwing. ‘wo persons received slight 
injuries, Military called out. A picket waa at- 
tacked by the mob with stones, and had to fire 
on the crowd, which dispersed with six killed 
and twelve wounded. Mohammedans and 
Marwaris fraternised, and Hindus were ad- 
mitted to the Mosque.

CAUSE OF THE DISTURBANCES: OFFICIAL 
STATEMENT. 

With reference to the resolution taken by the 
Government with regard to the agitation against 
the Rowlatt Acts, the following statement of 
the position is (says a Reuter’s Simla telegr4m 
of Monday) made in official quarters >— 

It has been alleged that the passing of the 
Rowlatt Acla in face of ri nn opposition 
is the sole cause of the unrest at present pre- 
vailing in many localities, and the Governr.ent 
of India has been heavily censured for having 
misread the signs of the times and forced 
through a piece of legislation which is both 
unnecessary and Ea ó Such criticism over- 
looks two most important facta—firstly, the re- 
port of the Commission itself, which most 
clearly revealed the existence of a dangerous 
state of sedition in certain parts of the coun- 
try, and the necessity of special measures to 
deal with it; and, secondly, the fact that the 
legislation recentiy enacted is not in force 
anywhere, and is not # be put into force ex- 
cept in places where the necessity for doing so 
had been undeniably proved 

The true explanation of the trouble is more 
probably to be found in the spirit of unrest 
due to the reactjon after the stress of war and 
the hardships it has entailed, and is stil] entail- 
ing. 

This spirit is not confined to India. as recent 
events have shown in Egynt, on the Continent, 
and even, to some extent, in England. The 
Rowlatt Acts have formed a convenient stalk- 
ing horse, but the course of events hitherto 
shows clearly that if it had not been available 
some other pretext would have been forthcom- 
ing. Racial animosity, Mahomedan feeling 
about the downfall of Turkey, the prevailing 
high prices everywhere, and vague political 
ideas about self-determination may all be con- 
sidered as contributory causes, and the Rowlatt 
Act hat been used as a handle mainly by irre.

The truth of this may be 
course of the movement itself 
it purports to be one of passive 
avoidi al! violence, and soul force is to 
triumph over brute force that crams such 
legislation down the throats of an unwilling 
people. The very first manifestation of the 
movement in Dethi, by the forcible closing of 
the shops of people who knew nothing and 
cared less, about the act, “ended 
by violent resistance to authority which 
is in direct opposition to the view 
taken by Mr. Ghandi and his gup- 

orters. Passive resistance became, in fact 
he battle cry. At Amritsar the moh of 
wreckers, lootere, burners, and murderers 
shouted the name of Ghandi, while they acted 
contrary to all his teachings 

It is impossible to reconcile the murder of 
non-official Europeans peacefully engaged in 
iheir avocations with any vows taken hy 
Ghandi’s adherents, or to attribute euch oi. 
breaks to anything but a spirit of unruly inobs, 
whose passions have been worked on by un. 
scrupulous agilators.

NO ARMED INTERVENTION IN RUSSIA. 


REPLY TO NEWSPAPER CRITICISMS. 


In his statement yesterday to the House 
of Commons Mr. Lloyd George said 
that the task of the peace delegates 
was gigantic. No previous Conference 
had dealt with problems of such 
variety, complexity, and gravity, 

The whole world was affected. Ten new 
States had sprung into existence, and 
the boundaries of fourteen countries 
had to be re-cast. 

International arrangements in regard to 
labour—a ‘thing never attempted be- 
fore—had been adopted, thanks to the 
skill and. statesmanship of Mr. Barnes 
and others. 

The Conference was justified in spending 
some time in the discussion of the 
League of Nations, for the time so 
spent had represented not a waste, but 
a great saving. 

Dealing with the Russian problem, he said 
that he did not believe that the House 
would commit itself to militgiy inter- 
vention. He would rather leave 
Russia Bolshevist until she ‘saw her 
way out of the difficulty than see 
Britain bankrupt. , 

In order to prevent the irruption of Bol- 
shevism into Allied lands, they were 
organising all the forces of Allied 
countries bordering on  Bolshevist 
territories from the Baltic to the Black 

The world would never be at 

peace so long as there was civil war in 
Kussia, but he did not despair of find- 
ing a solution. 
e had been no approaches from Russia 
except such as had been published in 
the Press. No “authoritative ap- 
proaches’ had been put before the 
Peace Conference 

The representatives of the Great Powers

had arrived at a complete understand- 
ing on the great fundamental questions 


affecting peace with Germany, and had 
formulated, but had not yet presented, 
their demands. He hoped that by the 
end of next week they would be pre- 
sented, | 

could not conceive of a worse crime 
and outrage than to attempt to sow 
dissension among the Allies at the 
present crisis in the world’s history. 

The allegation that America and Europe 
had been at hopeless variance was 
untrue, No one could have treated 
European problems more sympa- 
thetically than President Wilson. . 

| On all questions the Conference had come 
to a unanimous conclusion. 

Publicity in regard to the peace terms 
would have been a first-class blunder. 
To publish them before the enemy had 
considered them would be to put difh- 
culties in the way of peace. 
the outlines of the peace settlement 
which he had given to the country 
were incorporated in the demands pat 
forward by the Allies. 
wanted just, but not vindictive, peace 
terms—a stern peace, designed not to 
justify vengeance, but to vindicate jus- 
tice, and punish the individuals who 
were responsible for wrong. 

In going back to Paris he asked the House 

to trust him to carry out his pledges 
to the utmost of his power. It would 
be difficult to repudiate the Treaty 
when it had been signed. 
Lloyd George then dealt with criti- 
cisms of his peace policy in. certain 
newspapers, attributing them to vanity 
and disappointment. 

Finally, he urged that what was wanted was 
a speedy peace, and appealed to all 
men not to soil the triumph of right 
by giving way to angry passions. 


In the House of Commons yesterday,

Mr. Lioyd George, who was received with pro- 
longed cheers, said—In rising to move the ad- 
journmment of the House, I should ask the 
indulgence of members to make gome observa- 
| tions about the present situation. My first im- 


| ference, was to wait for the much-advertised 
criticism 1 had been told to expect. But diligent 
inquiries proved to me that this was not forth- 
coming-——(laughter and cheers)—and the reason 
assigned in particular quarters is rather a re- 
markable one—that I must not expect criticism 
until, at any rate, the House has been informed 
as to what the delegates are doing. Coming 
from such quarters, | should fot have thought 
that the facte could have been regarded as the 
slightest basis for any criticisms. (Laughter and 
cheers.) I am fully aware that there is a good 
deal of impatience in the desire for peace—eome 
of it natural impatience, perhaps; some of it, 
perhaps, calculated impatience. I propose to 
address myself to the real, sincere, and honest 
impatience which is felt throughout all lands. 
(Cheers.) 
A GIGANTIC TASK. 

The task with which the Peace delegates have 
been confronted is, indeed, 
(Cheers.) No conference that bas ever assembled 
in the history of the world has been confronted 
with problems of such variety, of such com- 
plexity, of such magnitude, and of such-gravity. 
The Conference of Vienna was the nearest ap- 
proach to it. You had then to settle the affairs 
of Eurepe. It took eleven months. But tho 
problems of the Conference of Vienna, grave as 
they were, sink into insignificance as compared 
with those that we have attempted to settle at 
the Paris Conference. It is not one Continent 
that is engaged; every Continent is affected. 
With very few exceptions, every country in 
Europe has been in this war, Every country in 
Asia is affected by the war, except Tibet and 
Afghanistan. There is not a square mile of 
one way or another, 
nations of America are in the war, and the far 


which have been captured, and there are hun- 
dreds of thousands of men who have come to 
fight in thie great world struggle. There has 
never been, in the whole history of this globe, 
anything to compare with it. 


TEN NEW STATES. 

Ten new States have sprung into existence, 
some of them independent, some of them semi- 
independent ; some of them may be protectorates, 
and, at any rate, although we may not define 
their boundaries, we must give indications of 
them. The boundaries of fourteen countries 
have to be recast. That will give some idea of 
the difficulties, purely of a technical character, 
which have engaged our attention. But there 
are problems equally great and equally im- 
portant, not of @ territorial character, but ‘all 
affecting the peace of the world, all affecting 
the well-being of man, al! affecting the destinies 
of the human race, and every one of them of a 
character where, if you make blunders, 
humanity may have to pay—armaments; 
economic questions that are the life of com- 
meree and trade; questions of international 
waterways, railways; questions of indemnities— 
(cheers)—not an easy one—(cheefs and laughter) 

not one that can be settled by telegrame— 
(loud laughter and cheers)—-international ar- 
rangements for Labour—(hear, héar)—practically 
never attempted before. 


A GREAT WORLD SCHEME, 


Thanks very largely to the skill and real 
statesmanship displayed by Mr. Barnes—(cheers) 
and, let me say, thanks also to the assistance 
he has had from some honourable and right 


—and from some others in the trade union 
movement, a great world scheme has been 
adopted. And there is that great organisation,

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS SAVING Time. 

We were justified in taking some time. 

In fact, I do not mind saying that it 
would have been imperative in some respects 
that we should take more time, but for one 
fact, and that is that we are setting up a 
machinery that is capable of readjusting and 
correcting possible mistakes, and that is why 
the League of Nations, instead of wasting time, 
nas saved time at the Conference, (Hear, hear.)

auy that no body of men have worked harder, 
and no body of men ever worked in better har- 
mony. (Cheers.) I am doubtful whether any 
body of men with a difficult task have, worked 
under greater difficulties and with greater de- 
termination—stones crackling on the roof, 
coming RR through t wimiows, and 
sometimes W men screaming through 
the keyholes. (Loud laughter and cheers.)

“ WHAT'S IN A NAME?” 


I should like to put a large number of mem- 
bers of this House through an examination. How 
many hon, members of the House have ever 
heard of Teschen? (Laughter.) 1 do not mind 
saying I had never heard of it. But Teschen 
very nearly produced an angry conflict between 
two Allied States, and we are trying to settle 
the affairs of Teachen. And there are many 
questiong of that kind, where 
have to be sent, and where we have got to 
emooth difficulties in ofder to enable us to get 
on with the bigger problem of the war.

They are ques- 
tions of small States. It was a quarrel over 
emall States that made the great war. The 
dificulties of the Balkans, I agree, have die 
tu®bed Europe, and have created an atmosphere 
of unrest which began the trouble and aroused 
the military temper. 


BALKANISING CENTRAL EUROPE. 


I arm not at all sure thet they did not incite 
the blood lust, and one of the features of the 
present situation is that, owing to the break-up 
of great Empires, Central Europe is being 
Balkanised into small States. The greatest care 
| must be taken lest a cause of future unrest be 
' created by the settlement which we make. Now, 
i1 have given you some of the difficulties with 

whych we are confronted. In addition to that, 

we have had before us the complete break-up of 
| three ancient Empires—Ruasia, Turkey, Austria. 


RUSSIA A COMPLEX PROBLEM. 


I should like, before I come to the other work 
we have done, to say a few words about Russia, 
(Hear, hear.) I have read, and I have heard, 
of very simple remedies proposed on both sides. 
Some say: ' Use force.” Some say: “ Make 
peace.” It is not so easy as all that. It is one 
of the most complex problems ever deajt with 
by any body of men. One difficulty is that there 
is no Russia. (Hear, hear.) Siberia has broken 
|off; The Don, one of the richest provinces of 
Russia; the Caucasus, and then there is some 
organisation controlling Central Russia, But 
there is no body who eán say that i ia 
de facto Government for the whole of Russia, 
and apart from any question of whether you 
could in any circumstance recognise Bolshevism, 
you could not recognise it as the de facto 
Government 6f Ruasia, because it is not. And 
there is no other Government whieh you could 
Íeall a de facto Government of Russia. You have 

got to face a country in a state of complete 
chaos, confusion, and anarchy. There is no 
authority which extends over the whole area. 

Boundaries and i=provinces advance, end 
boundaries recede, and one day a 
large territory is governed by one 
authority, and the next day by another, 
It is just like a volcano which is still in fierce 
eruption, and the best you can do'is to provide 
security for those who are dwelling on its re- 
motest and most accessible slopes, and arrest 
the devastating flow of the lava, so as not to 
i'scorch other lands. (Hear, hear.) It is very 
easy to say about Russia—“Why don't you do 
something?” I should like to ask each man 
consecutively what would he have done, 


NO QUESTION OF RECOGNITION. 


To begin with, let me say at once, there 
Is no question of recognition. (Cheers.) it 
has never been even discussed—never pro- 
posed, never discussed, for the reasons | 
have given. 

I could give two or three more. First of all, 
there is no Government representing the whole 
of Russia. The Bolshe vist Government has com- 
mitted crimes against Allied subjects, which 
make it impossible to recognisesit even as A 
| civilised Government, if it be one, (Hear, 
| hear.) And the third reason is that, at this very 
| moment,they are attacking our friends in Russia. 
What is the alternative? Does anyone propose 
military intervention ? Now, I want to examine 
that carefully and candidly. .Before—I shall 
not say before the House, | do not believe the 
House would ever commit itself to that—before 
any individual commite his conscience to such 
an enterprise, | want him to realise what it 
means. iret of all, there ie t fundamental 
principle of all the foreign policy of this 
country—-and a very sound one—that you should 
‘never interfere With the internal affairs of 
| another country, however badly governed, and 
whether Russia is Tearist or Republican, 
whether it is Menshevist or Bolshevist, whether 
it is reactionary or revolutionary, whether it 
follows one set of men or follows another—-that 
is a matter for the Russian people themselves, 
and we cannot interfere, according to any canen 
of government, to impose any form of govern- 
ment wpon another people, however bad we 
may consider its present form of government. 
The people of the country thoroughly disap- 
proved of the Tearist ( 


i iovernrment, its prin. 
ciples, its methods, its corruption, its oppres- 
sion. But it was none of our business to inter. 
fere.

The adjourned inquest respecting the death cf 
Robert J. Byrne, a prisoner patient in the 
Limerick Workhouse, on Sunday, the 6th inst., 
was resumed yesterday afternoon, at Limerick, 
by the Coroner for Bast Clare, Mr. Michael J.

A DOCTOR'S EVIDENCE. ;

BYRNE'S STATEMENT. 

The witness then continued that while the 
deceased man was vomiting bleod he said to the 
witness: “Thies is what is going to do for me, 
doctor, isn’t it?” That was all that he said on 
that occasion. The witness did not answer that 
question. He then said: “I am not afraid to 
die, in any case.” The witness questiendd him 
as to what hed happened to him. Everything 
that passed between the deveased man and the 
witness was during the intervals of vomiting. 
It was after he had fixed up his wound that he 
asked him what had happened to him. . The 
exact question that he put to him was: " How 
did this happen to you?’ and he said: “I was 
jumping up out of bed.” The witness then 
asked : ‘‘ Do you know who did it to yeu?” and 
he replied: “The man that was shot.” That 
was all that was said as to how he sustained the 
wound. 

To Mr. Moran—He could not say if the police 
knew that he was at the house where the de- 
ceased man died. 


COUNSEL'S SPEECH. 

Mr. Lynch addressed the jury, and said that 
the investigation was conducted under cireum- 
stances and in surroundings that he thought 
were without a parallel in the life of any person 
in that part of the country. He referred at 
some length to the present political situation in 
Ireland and the proclamation of that city. The 
relatives of the deceased man instructed him to 
state their appreciation of the courtesy and 
kindness that was extended to them in their 
trouble and sorrow by every military man with 
whom they had been brought into contact, 
whether an officer or a man in the ranks. That 
was the feeling that the Byrne family desired to 
express to the military, and when the military 
left the city they would leave it with the 
wishes of every relative and friend of rt 
Byrne, (Hear, hear.) Counsel, however, re- 
gret to say that he could not use the same 
expression with regard to the manner in which 
the other force had acted in connection with the 
unfortunate occurrence that they were inveati- 
gating. He suggested that the jury should find 
a verdict that Byrne was killed by a revolver 
bullet fired without justification by a policeman, 
and if the jury were satisfied as to who that 
policeman was they should name him.

PEACE IN RUSSIA IS ESSENTIAL. 
But we do want peace in Russia. The world 
will not be pacified as long as Russia is torn 
and rent by civil war. We made one effort—lI 
make no apology for it—to make peace amongst 
the warring peoples, not by recognising them 
but by imducing them to come together with a 
view to setting up some authority which would 
be acceptable to the whole of the Russian 
people, and which the Allies would recognise as 
the Government of that great people. We in. 
sisted that it was necessary that they should 
cease ighting before this could be tried. With 
one accord, regret to say, they refuse 
accede to this casentia! enadition’ and, EE 
fore, the attempt was not crowned with guccess. 
On the contrary, they suggested that we were 
doing it purely because our friends were gettin 
the worst of it. That faci showed, of itael 
that the time had not yet arrived for securing 
the pacification of Russia by means of any out. 
side pressure. I do not despair of a solution 
being found. There are factors in the situation 
even now, which are promising. i 
Trustworthy informatien which we have 
received indicates that, whilst the Bol- 
shevik forces are apparently growing in 
strength, Boishevism itself is rapidly on the 
wane. it is breaking down before the 
relentiess pressure of economic fects. 
This process must inevitably mc san Yon 
cannot carry on such a q cat country on such 
crude and wild IE as those which are 
being inculeated by Bolsheviks. When Bol- 
shevism, as we know it, aml as Russia has 
known it to her sorrow, disappears. then the 
time will come for another effort for the re- 
establishment of peace in Russia. Rut the time 
is mot yet. We must have yatience, and we 
must have faith. We are dealing with a nation 
which, after being misgoverned for centuries 
has been defeated and trampled to the ground. 
largely through the corruption, inefficiency, and 
treachery of its own Government. Its losses 
have been colossal. All that largely accounts 
for the real frenzy which seized upon a great 
people, and that is why a nation which has 
one through untold horrors has abandoned 
teelf for the montent to fantastic and lunatic 
experiments. But there are unmistakable signs 
that Russia is emerging from the fever, and 
when the time comes that she is once more 
sane, calm, and normal, we shall make peace 
in Russia. And until we make peace in

I do not 
wish to get out of them in the least. (Cheers.) 
I may say that these declarations were adopted 
by every political leader, 1 think, of every sec- 
tion. 1 have taken the trouble to find out what 
Mr. Asquith said about indemmities and fitting 
unishment. I find that Mr. Asquith. was in 
or of exacting from the wrongdoer the 
uttermost farthing. (iear, hear.) Speaking 
later, after my Bristol speech, someone put a 
question to him, “ Would you make the Ger- 
mans pay for the war?’ “ Yes,” Mr. Asquith 
replied. (Cheers.) That.is an answer to the 
criticism that Í committed niyself unwisely and 
very indisereetly, under pressure from the elec- 
torate, to something that every statesman 
had abstained from adopting. On the contrary, 
if my right hon. friend opposite—I rather think 
he had a walk-over—will look - his speeches, 
he will find statements very much on the same 
lines.

ARMENIAN PERSECUTIONS. 

I oe fe to xing Armenian =e ye 
passed through shoe experiences. In her 
own words I win relate what ime 

I was, she said, in my little fat in Mohamed 
Ali street on the evening of April 8th, together 
with my son (aged 16), my mother {aged 70) 
and a male relative. The crowd which had 
been gathering in the street became threaten- 


escape, der the beds. mob 
then invaded the house, going first of all to 
the second floor, where an Armenian shoo- 
maker was living. We soon heard evidence of 
the foul work. Shriekes rent the air, but these 
soon died ma 

We were all terrified, but could do nothing. 
Shortly afterwards there was a banging on our 
own door, which was smashed in, whereupon 
the men rushed into the room and dragged us 
out of our ag Kage Foremost among 
them were the native police, brandishing their 
sabres, who immediately attacked my male 
relative and killed him, afterwards horling his 
body out through the window. I now dtied 
for mercy, saying I was only a poor widow, 
but they had no pity; they struck me, and 
then, in the presence of my son and mother, 
a native iceman ill-treated me, while two 
men a with knives and hatcheta gu 
They afterwards proceeded to smash up every- 
thing they could find, and finally threw the 
furniture int: the street. 

DONE TO DEATH. 

Two Armenians were walking in the Babev- 
sharia quarter of the town, The crowd en- 
gaged in barricading the street. One of th 
rioters, seeing them, shouted, “These are two 
Armenians,’’ whereupon the mob attacked, 
battering one of them nS pieces with 
broken paving stones, whilst other, who 
was wounded, escaped only after being robbed 
of all his moncy. 

Another Armenian was done to death it 
Opera square, which is situated in the centre, 
on April 9th. He was a emall retai ih 
Abdin street. Owing to the threatening att- 
tude of the mob be closed down his shod asd 
went to his home in Abdin square, where he 
occupied a flat in a tenement building, owned 
it is stated, by a Turk. Troops were obliged 
to fire on Abdin square in order to disperses 
the mob. Disorderly gatherings, however, 
occurred later in Abdin square. 
rioters having indicated the house in which the 
Armenian grocer waa living at as the building 
from which the revolver shot was fired, 
mob attacked and started songs É the apart- 
ments of Maltese and Italan subj 
thers. The Armenian, however, esca 
roof to roof, and eventually succeeded in 
ing the square. After chasing down Abdin 
street like a hunted rat, bruised all over the 
body, he finally tumbled into a Greek pbar- 
macy in the Opera square, where first-aid was 
administered. 

Trodps then arrived on the scene in a motor 
lorry, iso that the Armenian. was safe for the 
time being. At this moment a native police 
officer ‘arrived on the scene, and in the presence 
of the British troops cleared away, with the 
“—- of other police, the threatening mob. 

On quiet being apparently restored, the 
troops moved. off e mob, however, later 
again eurged into Opera square, and visited 
the pharmacy in search of the fugitive 
thers qnickly followed, and 
the shop. The Armenian 
was then dragged into the street; and there, 
in the pres@nce of hundreds of peaceful citizens, 
the man was battered beyond recognition, the 
moh dancing on the lifeless body. Even after 
the corpse had been placed in a covered ambu 
lance they tore away the cover, spat upon the 
body, and continued. to batter it wntil the 
ambulance finally succeeded in getting away. 
The dreadful scene was wi y 
on the neighbouring balconies, who had to 
turn away, dazed by the sickening sight. —
